Claims 3 and 4 have been canceled; and 
A new claim 7 has been added. 

2. On August 10, 2005, the examiner contacted the attorney, Mr. H. Henry Koda, to 
discuss amended Claim 6 and a newly added Claim 7. The examiner pointed out that 
the amended Claim 6 is a duplicate of the amended Claim 1 . Additionally, the examiner 
informed Mr. Koda that the amended independent Claim 1 includes allowable subject 
matter. 

In response, Mr. Koda authorized an examiner's amendment requiring 
cancellation of Claim 6, and making Claim 7 dependent on the amended Claim 1 . 
A copy of the interview summary is attached herewith. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 , 2, 4 and 7 are allowed 

The prior art of record, including Mochizuki (Japanese Utility Model Application 
Publication No.: H2-47704), hereinafter referred as Mochizuki, Nino (US Patent No.: 
4,851,968), Nino ('968) and Tikada et al. (US Patent No.: 6,742,920 B2), does not show 
or suggest the applicant's invention as claimed. Specifically, the prior art of record does 
not disclose a vehicular projector-type headlight combining: 

a light source bulb mounted below the optical axis of a reflector, and the 
light bulb inclined upwardly with respect to a horizontal direction as 
recited in Claim 1 ; 

The above-indicated combination, including a light bulb mounted below the 
optical axis of a reflector, and the light bulb inclined upward with respect to the 
horizontal direction, makes this invention unique. 

Neither combined nor individual teaching of Mochizuki, Nino ('968) and Tikada et 
al. ('920 B2) teaching vehicular projection-type lamp including an eccentrically mounted 
bulb, and the light bulb further being tilted upward with respect to the horizontal 
direction. Therefore, neither in combination nor individually Mochizuki, Nono (*968) and 
Tikada et al. ('920 B2) meets the limitation of the independent Claim 1 . 

Therefore. Claim 1 is allowed over prior art.
